ZBux0 To PREPARE 


The LEAD Degree 
Completion Program was 
established in 1994 to serve 
adultstudents seeking tocon- 
tinue their education by com- 
pleting a bachelor’s degree. 
It is tailored to the learning 
needs of adults who are usu- 
ally employed full-time. 

The LEAD program con- 


sists of seventeen courses/ 
modules. A module aver- 
ages fiveclass sessions which 
meet from 6:00 to 10:00 one 
night a week. Homework is 
designed to take at least 
twenty hours study outside 
the classroom. This provides 
the seat time needed for col- 
lege work. It takes 23 months 
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to complete the program. 

Students begin and com- 
plete their studies together 
as a cohort. This means that 
they encourage and chal- 
lenge one another in the vari- 
ous courses. Courses are or- 
ganized into four semesters 
fora total of 48 semestercredit 
hours.
